Tank-infantry teams by nightfall 
had recaptured three towns—Osan, 
Kumyangjang and Chon. 


The attack by an army that 


had been in retreat since late No- 
vember came only a few hours aft- 
er Gen. J. L,awton Collins said 
American forces "will certainly 
stay and fight" in Korea. 
* Collins made his fighting state- 
ment during a visit to Korea. 


A blazing morning strike by 


Fifth Air Force fighters and bomb- 
ers paved the way for the attack. 


Promises New Troops 


The U. S. army chief of staff 


said troop replacements will begin 
to flow into Korea in two or three 
months. He added at a news con- 
ference during his fourth visit to 


%ihe Korean theater: •

Allied warplanes lashed at Su- 


won Monday with blazing one-two 
punch. B-26 light bombers roared

'Then 
the fighter-bomBers—F-80 Shoot- 
ing Star jets, F-84 Thunderjets 
and the piston-engined F-5i Mus- 
tangs—swooped-low, rocketing and 
machinegunnirig the fleeing Reds.

1,000 Communist troops were cut 
down as they fled northwards. 


While Collins was taking a close 


;ook at the Korean war situation, 


lied troops withdrew under heavy 


fire from Yongwol, on the east- 
central front. They had recaptur- 
ed the fire-blackened town only 
Sunday. 


Red Pressure Mounts 


The withdrawal highlighted the 


mounting pressure against the U. 
S. Second division, which has been 
holding off powerful Red forces 
near Wonju, 30 miles northwest

of crimes against Austrian and 
German prisoners of the Nazis.

was not in court to hear the ver- 
dict.

miles below the border in the deso- 
late region of the lower California 
peninsula.

cently some 45,000 bushels of 
decayed corn was being removed 
from the buildings and sent to a 
distillery for ,the manufacture of 
alcohol. 


According to reports, less than a 


dozen men are employed in the 
area at the present time. 


Weather Lull Stems 
London Flu Epidemic 


London, Jan. 15 — (AP)— A 


weekend lull gave hope today that 
warmer weather has helped stem 
one of the worst flu epidemics in 
the history of the British Isles. 


There also were no new cases 


reported in an outbreak of small- 
pox in the Brighton area, where 28 
have fallen ill and eight have died. 


The Ministry of Health said 


there was "no material change" in 
the flu situation over the week- 
end. Its most recent figures show- 
ed the epidemic killed 458 persons 
during the week ended Jan. 6 in 
the 126 "great towns" of England 
and Wales. These cities contain 
about half the country's popula- 
tion.

Washington, Jan. 15—(AP)— 


President 
Truman 
today 
sent 


congress a $71,594,000,000 spend- 
ing budget for the 
government 


next year and said a tax boost of 
$16,456,000,000 is needed to bal- 
ance it 


The President told reporters at 


a budget preview session that he 
will ask a tax hike of at least 
that 
amount—and perhaps as 


much as $20,000,000,000—in a 
special message to congress he 
hopes to have ready in about three 
weeks. 


Increase* Retroactive? 


He said he would like congress 


to make all tax increases retro- 
active to last January 1. But he 
showed no confidence that would 
really happen. 


In his message to the new con- 


gress today, the President said: 


"Thia is a budget for our na- 


tional security in a period of grave 
danger." 


The unprecedented "peacetime" 


spending program Mr. Truman 
proposed for the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1—nearly three-fifths of 
it for military services—figures 
out to about $471 for every one of 
the some 152,000,000 men, women 
and children in the U. S.

carry out his plans. He needs to 
look to the new congress only for 
the remaining $41,132,000,000.

Taft Seeks Answer to Tough Question 


Everyone Agrees the currently raging foreign policy de- 


bate is a healthful thing, since we can't have any real unity 
without full exploration of all the alternatives. 


One of the hottest issues is whether to send additional 


American troops to Europe. 


President Truman already has declared his intention to 


do this, to bolster Atlantic pack defenses. He says he has 
the authority. 


But a good many lawmakers in Washington, led by Sen- 


ator Taft, doubt the wisdom of this plan. Taft declares it's 
illegal. Many are troubled by western Europe's slowness in 
rearming itself. They fear we'd be carrying the bulk of the 
load, and that our troops might be trapped by a mighty Rus- 
sian advance westward to the ocean. 


Taft even suggests that sending more men might pro- 


voke rather than prevent war. 
He says that thus far he's 


not convinced the Soviet Union means to march on western 
Europe. 


He's in doubt on this score, he says, because none of our 


high government officials has been able to tell him what 
Russia intends to do in Europe. 


Taft's earnest search for an answer to this puzzler is 


commendable. It's the question that bothers us all. But he 
may be expecting too much when he seeks an answer from 
our own officials. 


Does Russia mean to make war on Europe? If so, why 


not now, while we and the west are relatively weak? Why 
should the Kremlin wait as we build a defense army that 
will only make its conquest more difficult? 


v The only accurate replies to these queries lie npt in 


Washington but in Moscow. Perhaps, indeed, they are not 
even known there. For we tend to forget that the masters 
in the Kremlin, for all their cold, ruthless calculation, are 
human, too. 
They change their minds. They have doubts. 


They make mistakes. They have tough problems. 


Certainly they do not operate according to a great mas- 


ter plan which has a rigid time-table." Like most politicians, 
they are opportunists. They try to play the main chance. 


Possibly they would dearly love to attack western Eu- 


rope right now while it is weak. But all signs indicate they 
are deterred through fear of retaliatory A-bombing and the 
uprising of anti-Communists both in the west and behind the 
Iron Curtain. 


Admittedly, real moves to stiffen Europe's defenses 


might bring war, if the Kremlin were desperate enough and 
saw its prospects of long-range success dwindling. But it's 
also possible such a build-up would rather deter the Russians. 


The Soviet leaders have made clear over and over that 


they believe time and history are working for them. They 
believe the capitalist democracies are sure to crumble from 
their own inherent weaknesses. They are happy to" aid this 
•disintegration" when the chance presents itself, but at other 
tunes they are content to sit back and wait. Rather than 
gamble on a war that might bring horrible retribution, the 
Kremlin might shut its pressure entirely to the political and 
diplomatic front. 


The trouble is, no one can be sure from month to month 


what the Kremlin will do. Failure to build up Europe's de- 
fenses might convince them before the year is out that their 
best chance to strike has arrived. 


It's a risk to send more troops abroad; everything re- 


lated to Europe's defense involves a risk. But there's grave 
danger, too, in not sending these troops and not defending 
the continent. There's no security in a world which houses 
Red Russia. 


i^we can do is calculate carefully which risks seem to 
be the best ones, and then take them. The big debate will 
pay off if it settles that point beyond reasonable doubt

A—Ordinary window glass will 


prevent most of the ultra violet 
rays from the sun from passing 
through. For this reason a per- 
son who sits in the son shining 
through a window may get warm- 
ed but not tanned. Special glass 
is needed for the passage of these 
ultra violet rays.

Q—Not long ago you said that 


a lot could be done for kidney 
stones by following the correct 
diet. What would you suggest? 


Mrs. L. B. 


A—It Is impossible to prescribe 


a single diet for all people with 
kidney stones because there are 
several different kinds of stones. 
A stone has to be analyzed chemi- 
cally and then a diet can be out- 
lined which is 
satisfactory 
for 


that particular kind.

A—The age is not so important; 


pregnancy is not too rare even 
from 52 to 55 years old. It is not 
unusual for the periods to cease 
for two or three months and then 
be resumed. It is therefore prac- 
tically impossible to be sure that 
a woman cannot conceive during 
the tote forties or early fifties. 
Conception however Is unusual 
after the periods nave been ab- 
sent for a year or more.

JACOBY ON CANASTA 


Keep Your Game Flexible 


By OSWALD JACOBY

"My husband, who has uncanny 


luck in 
picking 
wild 
cards," 


complains a New York City read- 
er, "generally waits until our op- 
ponents are on the board. Then 
he freezes the pack. 


"Often when it is fat, he makes 


a haul. This may be fine when 
our count is 50, but for 90 or 120 
this procedure causes me great 
hardship. He absolutely refuses to 
meld until he is able to take the 
pack. In the meantime my hand 
has been broken up. 
Sometimes 


our opponents make a canasta and 
go out before we meld. 


"I claim this is a partnership 


game and that he must meld to 
help his partner even if it depletes 
his hand. Who is right?" 


In general, the lady is right. It 


is pleasant to take the discard pile 
when you meld, but you can't al- 
ways have things your way. In 
the long run it is a losing gamble 
to refuse to meld from your hand. 


Mind you, there is no great vir- 


tue in depleting your hand to make 
the initial meld. When you need 
only 50 points, it is pointless to 
use up more than three or four 
cards for the first meld. Even 
when you need 90 points, you 
should avoid using up more than 
five or six cards. 


But there is also no great virtue 


in freezing the pack when the 
opponents have made the first 
meld. It's a good idea to do so if 
they have depleted their hands, 
but not if they still have an ample 
supply of cards. 


You cannot make a plan in ad- 


vance and follow that plan no mat- 
ter whit cards you happen to get. 
Your plan must depend on your 


cards and what the opponents are 
able to do. The mechanical player 
is bound to lose to the player who 
can alter his tactics to fit the cir- 
cumstances. * • * 


Q—Before drawing a card, I laid 


down four kings and a joker as my 
initial meld of 90 points. I then 
put down a six and a deuce to take 
the discard pile, which was headed 
by a six. The opponents raised 
quite a howl about this. 
Were 


they justified? 


A—Yes; they had a right to 


howll. If you want to take the 
discard pile for your Initial meld, 
yon must have two natural cards 
that match the previous discard. 
You are not allowed to put down 
a sufficient meld and then—on the 
same tarn—take the pile with one 
matching card and one wild card. 
You are allowed to take the pile 
with one matching card and one 
wild card only If the Initial meld 
has been made at a previous turn 
to play.

Q—I have several melds on the 


table, but no canasta. I have only 
one card in my hand. I now draw 
a card that I can add to a meld. 
Can I add that card and knock— 
instead of discarding? Some peo- 
ple knock and some people say 
"Pass." Is this permitted? 


A—No. Yon cannot knock and 


you cannot say "Pass." Yon must 
discard at each and every turn. 
(The only exception to this rule is 
that you need not discard when 
you meld out.) in the situation 
described, therefore, you are not 
allowed to meld the card yon 
draw. It is sad, of course, but

power to control prices and wages. 


Had he gone far enough? There 


was divided opinion. 


For instance. Senator Taft, Ohio 


Republican arid a long time critic 
of Truman and peace-time price 
controls, did npt want Truman to 
have stand-by powers. 


Urges Full Control 


But on July 26 Bernard Baruch 


urged congress to pass a law going 
all out on controls. The next day 
Truman said he disagreed with 
Baruch. 


But Baruch won such support 


from congrcos that, by September 
it passed a law giving the presi- 
dent much greater power than he 
had asked, including power to con- 
trol prices and wages any time he 
saw fit. 


On September 9 he set up an 


organization to handle prices and 
wages. Called 
the Economic 


Stabilization Agency (ESA), it 
has two branches: The office of 
price control and the wage stabili- 
zation board. 


And on Sept. 19 he made Alan 


Valentine, an educator, boss of 
ESA, 
which mean boss of both 


branches. On Oct. 10 Truman 
made Cyrus S. Ching head of the 
wage board under Valentine. 


But for three months after con- 


gress passed the law, Truman 
didn't appoint a price control 
board. Ching's board, in the mean- 
time, couldn't control any wages 
for under the law wages can't be 
controlled until prices are. 


Costs Reach Record High 


And just at the end of. Novem- 


ber—on Nov. 30—the govern- 
ment's Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
in its monthly report, showed liv- 
ing costs were at a record high and 
still climbing. 


Two days later, Dec. 2, Truman 


made Michael V. DiSalle the price 
boss, under Valentine. DiSalle, of 
course, couldn't just walk in and 
order price controls across the 


board. He did not have a staff to 
carry them out. DiSalle now has a 
staff of perhaps 325 people, far 
too few to do a real job of price 
controlling. At its peak OPA had 
60,000 paid workers around the 
country and 250,000 volunteers. 


Last week DiSalle wanted to 


order all prices frozen for 30 days 
but Valentine thought differently. 
The question now being kicked 
around is this: 


Can ESA work at all so long as 


Valentine can veto DiSalle and 
Ching? Labor leaders, for in- 
stance, profvt that before thpy'll 
agree to wage controls Ching's 
board must be free to make its 
own decisions.

What's So Funny? 


"I'm afraid it is disappearing," 


she sighed. "But then, what on 
earth do we have to laugh about ?" 


She continued: "There is no one 


coming up to take the place of 
Ring La'rdner, Robert 
Benchley 


and the others. You don't find any- 
thing in 
the 
magazines about 


which you can say: This is funny; 
keep your eyes on this boy; he's 
going to be good'."

Miss Parker cited a few of 


today's writers of humor. One, 
she said, was tired, another heavy- 
handed and another sophomoric. 


"Even the light verse has de- 


clined," she added. 
"There is 


Ogden Nash, 
whose 
ideas 
are 


clever but whose form is easy once 
you get onto it. No one is trying 
the intricate forms which we tried 
to do years ago." 


She could cite little humor of 


lasting value that came out of the 
last war, excepting the cartoons 
of Bill Mauldin. "Ar.d there is no 
reason to expect any humor' to 
come out of this current war—if it 
is a war," she added. 


Life Is Serious 


I asked what it was that gave 


birth to so much good humor in 
the period after the first world 
war. 


"It 
was an 
atmosphere of 


gayety and unconcern," she re- 
plied. "Today life is too serious." 


Turning to more., cheerful mat- 


ters, I asked if she ever regretted 
writing her most noted lines: 


Men seldom make passes 
At girls who wear glasses. 
"1 most certainly do!" she an- 


swered. "I rue the day I wrote 
those lines more than any in my 
life. I wish I had the power to 
destroy them forever. It is a ter- 
rible thing to have a serious 
attempt to write verse and then be 
remembered for two lines like 
those."
